American Knocks Out Jem 
Roche at Dublin, 


The Men Had Hardly Got in Ring 
When Burns Landed [lis Right 
on Roche’ Head and the

Dublin, March 17.—Tommy Burns, the 


American heavyweight champion, made 
short work of Jem Roche, the Irish 
champion, in theiv contest this evening 
at the Theater Royal for the world’s 
heavyweight champtonship. Practically 
only one blow was struck, Burns knock- 
ing Roche out when hardly more than 
a minute of the first round had been 
completed by a short hook to the jaw. 
So quickly did the end come that the 
great crowd which filled the theater in 
the expectation of seeing the Irishman 
put up a good fight for the title, hardly 
realized what had happened. 

When the men entered the ring it 
was evident that the sluggish Roche 
was no match for the more experienced 
Burns. They sparred for less than a 
minute, the Irishman acting altogether 
on the defensive, and the American en- 
deavoring to find opening. Then 
Burns feinted, and «u ly put a short 
sharp right to th and Roche wenc 
duwn.

The ring-side betting 
was 7 to 2 on the American. 

The blow which decided the fight was 
the only one of any consequence during 
the minute and thirty-eight seconds the 
men were in the ring. The crowd which 
shortly before had cheered Roche to 
the echo and greeted him with airs 
“From Wexford’ were so, taken back 
that after a few angry hisses they went 
quietly out of the theater. 

Burns sald of the fight that it was 
the easiest he had ever had. He went 
in, he added, to make it as short as 
possible, as he had too much money at 
stake at long odds to take any chances. 

He had expected, however, that the 
fight would go a few rounds, although 
he was never in doubt as to the final 
result. 

Burns stated that he was» willing to 
give Rochfe another chance, if sufficient 
inducements were forthcoming. He is 
now considering an offer provisionally 
made by the Dublin syndicate for a 
match with ‘“Bill’’ Squires under the 
same terms as that with Roche.

MANUFACTURERS’ CONVENTION 
AND STATE DRUMMING TOUR 


Committees of Chamber of Commerce Propose to Keep 
Atlanta Merchants and Manufacturers Busy—May 


Hold Convention in June. 


If the plans of the wholesale mer- 
chants’ committee, of the chamber of 
commerce committee, and those of tae 
manufacturers’ committee, of this same 
general committee, as reported to the

The committee on wholesale mer- 
chants of Atlanta has had two meet- 
ings, previous to this, when the sub- 
ject of a special train to tour the state 
and south was proposed.

WILL RETIRE 


Sperry Will Succeed Him as 
Commander ef Great 
Fleet. 


Washington, March !7.—Rear Admiral 
Charles S. Sperry will be commander- 


| in-chief of the Atlantic battleship fleet 


when it leaves San Francisco in July 
to encircle the globe. This important 
detail was decided upon by President 
Roosevelt and his cabinet today. 

Rear Admiral! Evans, on his personel 
request, will be relieved from command 
at the conclusion of the big naval re- 
view at San Francisco, May |. The 
admiral considers this the completion, 
of the work he was assigned to do— 
take the Atlantic fleet to the Pacific 
coast. Admiral Evans retires in Aug- 
ust. 

To Rear Admiral Thomas comes the 
honor of commanding the fleet on its 
visit to Puget Soung and until the 
homeward journey begins. He has 
been second in command during the 
voyage, and retires in October. 

The vacancies caused by the retire- 
ment of Admiral Evans and Admiral 
Thomas will be filled by the promotion 
to that rank of Captains Seaton 
Schroeder and Richard Wainwtight, 
each of whom now commands a batti- 
ship in the fleet.

WINNING THE FIGHT FOR THE VETERANS. 


The Constitution congratulates Governor Smith upon the announcement 
made in his Covington speech vesterday, that the second pension installment 
is to be paid ‘the confederate veterans and widows in April, two months be- 
fore it is dua. 

While it is not a return to the annual payment system, as the veterans 
wish, it is evidence of a tendency in the right direction and to repair, in so 
far as it is possible at the moment, the wrong that has been done these 
faithful servitors of the state. It will remain for the legislature to complete 
the work and restore pension payments to the old basis, which, we do not 
question, it will do at the coming session. 

And may we not hope that the governor’s new view of the matter, as 
presented in his Covington speech, is evidence sufficient that he will prompt- 
ly approve the repealing bill? 

It is with pardonable pride that The Constitution may be permitted to 
call attention to the fact that its protest in behalf of the veterans and wid- 
ows of Georgia is bearing fruit. For full fruition of the demand for restora- 
tion of the pensioners’ rights, we await only the action of the coming legis- 
lative session. 

Certainly in the light of the governor's Covington announcement and the 
deeper meaning that underlies it, The Constitution and others who, have 
gladly fought the veterans’ fight, can hardly longer be classed as ‘“‘conspira- 
tors” and “political malcontents,’ as those who undertook to bring about 
the repeal, or the modification, of the obnoxious quarterly payment law 
were termed.

Says Second Pension Install- 
ment Will Be Paid in Apri, 


HE DISCUSSED PROHIBITION 


Says Temperance Advocates of the 
Country Should Turn Guns on 
Congressmen Opposing Anti- 
Jug Laws—Discussed the 
Cause of Panic, 


Covington, Ga., March 17.—(Special.) 
Governor Hoke Smith today addressed 
the peaple of Newton county. He spoke 
in the court room to a large audience. 
He was introduced by T. G&G, Callaway, 


a prominent merchant. 
Resume of Speech. 


Governor Smith’s speech was upon the 
public questions of the day. He stated 
that the panic was the result of high 
financiering in New York and other 
eastern cities, stated that the prohibi- 
tion law should be rigidly enforced and 
any move to perfect it should be start- 
ed by its friends and not by its ene- 
mies; favored the ultimate extension 
of the state road to the sea. He said 
he would be able to pay every pension 
in full at the beginning of each year if 
the constitution was amended s0 as to 
allow hi mto borrow, when necessary, 

vy instead of $200,000 as now per- 
mitted. He plead for an extension of 
the schoo] facilities of the staté until 
every white boy and girl in Georgia 
could be given at least a common school 
education. 

Governor Smith discussed legislation 
which he insisted should be passed. He 
expressed his faith in the bill to pre- 
vent lobbying and urged the passage of 
legislation which should fix by law 
the-time for holding the primaries. 
He said that the time of the primary 
should be close to the time of the elec- 
tions and to the time when the person 
elected tothe office would begin his 
official service. He also calleu atten- 
tion to the necessity of preventing the 
use of money in polities and especially 
of making it a crime for special in- 
terests to furnish money to cahuidates. 

Prohibition Question. 


Referring to the subject of prohibi- 


tion he said: 

“The friends of temperance all over 
the United States should turn their 
guns on those congressmen who have 
refused to pass a bill protecting a state 
of community which declares against 
the sale of liquor from having liquor 
snippeu into it by business houses re- 
siding out of the state. They should 
give their support in every congres- 
sional district to men who will help 
pass this law. By so doing they wiiil 
make a greatcontribution to the cause 
of temperance. They will accomplish 
nothing through a national prohibition 
candidate for president 

Speaking of the action of. the last 
legislature which made _ the pensions 
payable quarterly instead of yearly in 
advance, he said: 

The Pension Issue. 


‘The old soldiers will not allow them- 
selves deceived into believing that any 
member of the legislature who voted for 
the measure sought to injure them. if 
did not suggest the bill to the legisla- 
ture. The committee on appropriations 
jin the general appropriation bill pro- 
vided for quarterly payment of pensions. 
They made the change because they be- 
lieved that the money would not be in 
the treasury to pay out $960,000 the 
first of the year for pensions and also 
pay up the $42,000 to those counties 
that had received nothing in 1907 and 
yet leave money im, the treasury for 


the support of th Srious institutions 
of the state. The, uid not believe the 
old soldiers would want to be paid in| 
advance in full and thereby sacrifice 
the other obligations of the state. They 
feit that the old soldiers had shown 
too much heroism in the hour of bat- 
tle not to be ready now to aid the 
state in meeting an emergéncy. 
“There was no special amount of 
money in the treasury collected for the 
old soldiers. Alb the funds of the state 
went into the common treasury and out 
of that common fund warrants ar@ 
drawn to pay the soldiers and to pay 
the other obligations of the state. No 
other obligations are paid yearly in ad- 
vance. The state relies largely upon its 
fall collections to meet its llabilities. 


Must Amend Constitation. 


“Tl wish to say again to the old sol- 
diers that if the lump payment of all 
of their pensions at one time ts in their 
opinion necessary to thelr comfort or 
convenience this must be reached by 
amending the constitution so as to al- 
low the governor to borrow for the pur- 
pose, if the condition of the treasury 
will not permit the payment except by 
borrowing the money. 

“The condition of 
very different last summer from its 
condition twelve months before. Pen- 
sions had been increased and $42,000 
had to be raised to pay pensions in 
counties where no money had been paid 
on pensions in the early part of 1907. 

“The commissioner was asking for 
$950.000 for 1908 for pensions; the li-

To Pay Second Installment. 


“We have carefully watched the finan- 
cial interests of the state and it gives 
me pleasure to say that with the in- 
creased amount collected from railroads 
and public utility companies and from 
other sources the treasury is in a better 
condition than I had hoped, and we will 
be able to pay the second quarter to the 
soldiers without waiting until the Ist of 
June. It is payable during the quarter 
beginning April |. and not later than 
June |. I have requested the commis- 
sioner of pensions to prepare for the

payments during the first week in 
Aprf).”’ | 
Governor Smith concluded his speech 
with a discussion of the educational 
system of the state.

10 GREEK WAR OF WORDS 


When “the Assyrian came down like 
a wolf on the fold, his cohorts were 
gleaming in scarlet and gold,” so Lord 
Byron wrote many years ago and ever 
since then countless schoolboys have 
done their worst to ruin the reputation 
of the poem. 

The thousands of lads and lasses who 
have stood aghast as from the platform 
they heard of the terrors of the mighty 
host commanded by Senacherib, would 
remember that sensation as tame could 
they but hear the inner details of the 
flerce conflict being waged among the 
Atlanta representatives of the Assyri- 
an's western neighbor, the Greek. 

The tug of war which is alleged to 
regularly ensue when one son of Hellas 
encounters another has been in full 
play in Atlanta ever since one Sellas, 
bearing the Christian name of Angel, 
gave evidence in court against some 
brother Greeks, named Poulos and 
Archer. 

There have been charges and coun- 
ter charges and even the church has 
not been spared. Father Demetri, of 
the Atlanta Greek church, felt himself 
called to say something about Sellas 
and Sellas promptly replied in a com- 
munication not altogether reverent. 

There has been talk of “black hand” 
and conspiracy and many other things 
too terrible to mention. So far there 
has been no loss of biood, but the 
world's supply of printers’ ink has suf- 
fered greatly. 

And now comes Nick Christolhulo, 
former court interpreter in Atlanta, but 
now the Delmonico of Macon, who 
sends The Constitution the following 
letter to Sellas with the request that 
it be published. The letter will hardly 
be kept in the Sellas family Bible, but 
it makes interesting reading: so here 
it is: 

An Open wetter to Angel Sellas. 

Dear Sir: I have read in the Atlanta pa- 
pers the part that you have played, and I 
must confess that you are developing into a 
spy of the first water. 

I have algo read your repiy to Father De- 
metri. In this reply you state that it is un- 
usual for the church to attempt to cover 
lawlessness under its cloak and that you are 
Surprised to see this good man lined up 
with this class. Oh, what a pity it is. indeed, 
that this good man did not line up with vou? 
But the very reason that he has not done so 
shoWs conclusively to the world that he

Now, Mr. Sellas, since you have taken the

You are also charging that the fact that you 
were married to an American woman was 
very distasteful to the Greeks. If this is 
true (and you know ft fs not) why ie it that 
my marriage ta an American woman was 
never so distasteful to the Greeks? Why is 
it that the marriage of any other Greek to 
an American woman has never proved so 
distasteful? 

You are also charging that this class of 
Greeks have been hoarding money by skin- 
ning the American people, something that you 
have never done. Well, this is the limit. 
You, Angel Sellas, refraining from skinning 
anybody. Oh, if you had only been able to 
find an American with so little intelligence 
as to allow himself to be ‘‘skinned’’ by you 
what you would have done to him would 
have been a plenty. Although you may have 
been ungble to find an American with so 
little Intelligence.

Was Circuit Judge and For- 
merly Attorney General 
ef South Carolina.

Buchanan died here this morning as a 
result of a bullet. wound received yes- 
terday while sitting in a passenger 
coach of train No. 36 of the Southern 
road, en route to Augusta.

New York, March |!17.—There was 
eome further speculative liquidation 
going on in the stock market today, as 
a natural sequence to the active sell- 
ing to that end in progress at the end 
of the previous day. The volume of 
the market diminished considerably 
and the lightening of the selling pres- 
sure before the end of the day opened 
the way to an irregular recovery. The 
rally was not entirely convincing to 
speculative interest, and the later mar- 
ket fell into dullness and hesitation. 
The action of Amalgamated Copper was 
of large influence on the general course 
of the market and the evidence of sup- 
port in that stock helped the recovery. 

Not much regard was paid to the 
news. The deciine was exemplified by 
the supposition that another message 
was soon +to come from the president, 
containing severe arraignment of 
corporations and capitalists, and the 
recovery led to a shift, so far in this 
point of view as the assumption that 
the expected message was to be mild in 
terms and calculated to assuage the 
dread of security holders. The passage 
of the Tillman resolution, by the sen- 
ate at Washington, providing for an in- 
vestigation of the extent to which na- 
tional bank loans foster speculation 
in stocks had a somewhat disquieting 
effect and was placed in the general 
category of influences hostile to Wall 
street. 

While the price movement was down- 
ward, attention was paid to news items 
of a tenor unfavorable to the idea of 
business revival. Reduction of wages 
amongst cotton mill workers was an 
instance, as was. also the report of 
labor differences on the Denver and 
Rio Grande. A projected government 
prosecution against the Chesapeake 
and Ohio kept alive the influence of 
yesterday's supreme court decision in 
the packing house discrimination cases. 
Yesterday’s passage of the Crucible 
Steel preferred dividend was supple- 
mented by some reports from the Pitts- 
burg district, alleging renewed de- 
clines in the rate of activity in the 
steel trade for the first half of March. 
Short selling by the bears in the mar- 
ket has been constant since the signs 
of reaction developed yesterday and the 
necessities thus created made an in- 
creasing mainstay for the market. With 
a recovering tendency established, the 
bears attempted quite generally to 
cover and helped on the rally. An- 
other rise in the price of copper in 
London was an aid to the making of 
higher prices for the copper securities. 
There was a reappearance of “deal” 
rumors in connection with the recovery 
in prices of copper affecting supposed 
further combinations of copper inter- 
ests and also plans of readjustments 
amongst the Harriman properties. Con- 
jectures in which the trading element 
showed the greatest interest, however, 
had to do with the sources of the money 
supplies which were instrumental in 
last week's rise in stocks and the fur- 
ther intentions of those wielding this 
effective instrument. The late tone 
was considerably unsettled by doubts 
on this question, but last prices were 
ont widely below the best.
